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REMARKS 

Reconsideration and allowance are respectfully requested in view of the foregoing 
amendments and the following remarks. By this Amendment, claims 1,14 and 17-19 are 
amended and new claim 20 is added to merely clarify the recited subject matter. Claims 1-20 
are pending. Applicant acknowledges the indication that claims 3-9, 11-13, 15, 16, 18 and 19 
include allowable subject matter but defer rewriting these claims in independent form at this 
time to allow the Office the opportunity to fully reconsider the allowability of the rejected 
base claims. 

The Office Action objected to claim 19 as being a substantial duplicate of claim 18. 
However, the language of claim 1 8 requires "response to activation of tunnel establishment" 
while the language of claim 19 requires "response to successful establishment of a tunnel". In 
cases where activation of tunnel establishment occurs but does not result in successful 
establishment of a tunnel the condition of claim 1 8 is met but the condition of claim 1 9 is not 
met. Therefore, claims 18 and 19 are not substantial duplicates and this objection should be 
withdrawn. 

HAUMONT IS NOT PRIOR ART AND WAS COMMONLY OWNED AT THE TIME OF 
THE INVENTION 

The Office Action rejected claims 1, 10, 14 and 17 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Haumorit et al. US 6,233,458 (hereafter "Haumont") and rejected claim 2 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Haumont in view of Lager et al. US 
6,636,502 (hereafter "Lager"). Applicant respectfully traverses the rejections because 
Haumont is not prior art. 

The effective 102(e) reference date of US patents, filed based upon an international 
application having a filing date prior to November 29, 2000, is the earlier of the date of 
completion of the requirements of 35 U.S.C. 371(c)(1), (2) and (4) or the filing date of the 
later filed U.S. application (see MPEP 2136.03, section II). Thus, the effective 102(e) date of 
Haumont is February 24, 1999. The priority date of the present application, based on an 
application filed in Finland (982855) is December 31, 1998. This priority date disqualifies 
Haumont as a prior art reference. An English language translation of the foreign priority 
document will soon be filed in accordance with 37 C.F.R. 1.55(a)(4). 

With respect to the 35 U.S.C. 103 rejection of claim 2, Haumont was subject to an 
assignment to the same person as the present application at the time the invention was made. 
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The name of Nokia Telecommunications Oy, the assignee of Haumont, was changed to 
Nokia Networks Oy, the assignee of the present invention, as indicated in the enclosed copy 
of the extract from the trade register. Therefore, Haumont is ineligible to be used according to 
35 U.S.C. 103(c). 

Based on the above arguments, Haumont should be removed as a prior art reference. 

Lager teaches GPRS-subscriber selection of multiple internet service providers, 
however, by itself, fails to teach or suggest the claimed invention. Therefore, claims 1-20 are 
allowable. 

All objections and rejections having been addressed, the Applicant requests issuance 
of a Notice of Allowance indicating the allowability of the pending claims. If anything 
further is necessary to place the application in condition for allowance, the Applicant requests 
that the Examiner contact the Applicant's undersigned representative at the telephone number 
listed below.
